An Act relating to and making appropriations for health and1

human services and including other related provisions and2

appropriations, and including effective, retroactive, and3

applicability date provisions.4

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:5
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DIVISION I1

DEPARTMENT ON AGING2

Section 1. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is appropriated from3

the general fund of the state to the department on aging for4

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30,5

2012, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,6

to be used for the purposes designated:7

For aging programs for the department on aging and area8

agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who are 60 years9

of age and older with case management for frail elders, Iowa’s10

aging and disabilities resource center, and other services11

which may include but are not limited to adult day services,12

respite care, chore services, information and assistance,13

and material aid, for information and options counseling for14

persons with disabilities who are 18 years of age or older,15

and for salaries, support, administration, maintenance, and16

miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the following17

full-time equivalent positions:18

.................................................. $ 9,852,57719

............................................... FTEs 35.0020

1. a. Funds appropriated in this section may be used21

to supplement federal funds under federal regulations. To22

receive funds appropriated in this section, a local area23

agency on aging shall match the funds with moneys from other24

sources according to rules adopted by the department. Funds25

appropriated in this section may be used for elderly services26

not specifically enumerated in this section only if approved27

by an area agency on aging for provision of the service within28

the area.29

b. To receive funds appropriated in this section, a local30

area agency on aging shall reduce administrative costs by31

at least 10 percent in accordance with rules adopted by the32

department. The department on aging may adopt administrative33

rules under section 17A.4, subsection 3, and section 17A.5,34

subsection 2, paragraph “b”, for purposes of this lettered35
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paragraph.1

2. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $179,946 shall2

be transferred to the department of economic development for3

the Iowa commission on volunteer services to be used for the4

retired and senior volunteer program.5

3. a. The department on aging shall establish and enforce6

procedures relating to expenditure of state and federal funds7

by area agencies on aging that require compliance with both8

state and federal laws, rules, and regulations, including but9

not limited to all of the following:10

(1) Requiring that expenditures are incurred only for goods11

or services received or performed prior to the end of the12

fiscal period designated for use of the funds.13

(2) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services not14

received or performed prior to the end of the fiscal period15

designated for use of the funds.16

(3) Prohibiting the prepayment for goods or services17

not defined specifically by good or service, time period, or18

recipient.19

(4) Prohibiting the establishment of accounts from which20

future goods or services which are not defined specifically by21

good or service, time period, or recipient, may be purchased.22

b. The procedures shall provide that if any funds are23

expended in a manner that is not in compliance with the24

procedures and applicable federal and state laws, rules, and25

regulations, and are subsequently subject to repayment, the26

area agency on aging expending such funds in contravention of27

such procedures, laws, rules and regulations, not the state,28

shall be liable for such repayment.29

DIVISION II30

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH31

Sec. 2. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH. The allocations32

made in this section may include amounts carried forward from33

appropriations and allocations made for the same purposes in34

the previous fiscal year. There is appropriated from the35
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general fund of the state to the department of public health1

for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June2

30, 2012, the following amounts, or so much thereof as is3

necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:4

1. ADDICTIVE DISORDERS5

For reducing the prevalence of use of tobacco, alcohol, and6

other drugs, and treating individuals affected by addictive7

behaviors, including gambling, and for not more than the8

following full-time equivalent positions:9

a. (1) Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,12

$453,830 shall be transferred to the alcoholic beverages13

division of the department of commerce for enforcement of14

tobacco laws, regulations, and ordinances in accordance with15

2011 Iowa Acts, House File 467, if enacted.16

(2) Implementation of the tobacco use prevention and17

control initiative for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2011,18

including efforts at the state and local levels, as provided19

in chapter 142A, shall be limited to the extent of the funding20

available.21

b. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,22

$20,249,360 shall be used for substance abuse and problem23

gambling prevention and treatment.24

(1) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “b”, up25

to $2,579,000 may be used for problem gambling prevention26

programming, treatment, and recovery services and related27

support.28

(2) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “b”, up29

to $100,000 may be used for the licensing of problem gambling30

treatment programs.31

c. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary,32

to standardize the availability, delivery, cost of delivery,33

and accountability of problem gambling and substance abuse34

treatment services statewide, the department shall continue35
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implementation of a process to create a system for delivery1

of the treatment services in accordance with the requirements2

specified in 2008 Iowa Acts, chapter 1187, section 3,3

subsection 4. To ensure the system provides a continuum of4

treatment services that best meets the needs of Iowans, the5

problem gambling and substance abuse treatment services in an6

area may be provided either by a single agency or by separate7

agencies submitting a joint proposal.8

(1) The system for delivery of substance abuse and problem9

gambling treatment shall include problem gambling prevention.10

(a) The system for delivery of substance abuse and problem11

gambling treatment and problem gambling prevention shall12

include 24-hour helpline services, public information and13

resources, and program evaluation.14

(b) The process to create a system for delivery of substance15

abuse and problem gambling treatment and problem gambling16

prevention shall be completed by July 1, 2012. The department17

shall submit a proposed legislative bill in accordance with18

section 2.16, for consideration during the 2012 legislative19

session, addressing any statutory revisions necessary for full20

implementation of the system.21

(2) The system for delivery of substance abuse and problem22

gambling treatment and problem gambling prevention shall be23

expanded to include substance abuse prevention by July 1, 2014.24

(3) From the amounts designated for gambling and substance25

abuse treatment, the department may use up to $100,000 for26

administrative costs to continue developing and implementing27

the process in accordance with this subparagraph (3).28

d. Of the funds allocated in paragraph “b”, $17,132,50829

shall be used for substance abuse treatment and prevention.30

(1) Of the funds allocated in this lettered paragraph,31

$899,300 shall be used for the public purpose of a grant32

program to provide substance abuse prevention programming for33

children.34

(a) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph, $427,53935
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shall be utilized for the public purpose of providing grant1

funding for organizations that provide programming for children2

by utilizing mentors. Programs approved for such grants3

shall be certified or will be certified within six months of4

receiving the grant award by the Iowa commission on volunteer5

services as utilizing the standards for effective practice for6

mentoring programs.7

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph, $426,8398

shall be utilized for the public purpose of providing grant9

funding for organizations that provide programming that10

includes youth development and leadership. The programs shall11

also be recognized as being programs that are scientifically12

based with evidence of their effectiveness in reducing13

substance abuse in children.14

(c) The Iowa department of public health shall utilize a15

request for proposals process to implement the grant program.16

(d) All grant recipients shall participate in a program17

evaluation as a requirement for receiving grant funds.18

(e) Of the funds allocated for the grant program, $44,92219

shall be used to administer substance abuse prevention grants20

and for program evaluations.21

(2) It is the intent of the general assembly that from the22

moneys allocated in this lettered paragraph persons with a dual23

diagnosis of substance abuse and gambling addictions shall be24

given priority in treatment services.25

e. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $273,06226

shall be used for culturally competent substance abuse27

treatment pilot projects.28

(1) The department shall utilize the amount allocated29

in this lettered paragraph for at least three pilot projects30

to provide culturally competent substance abuse treatment in31

various areas of the state. Each pilot project shall target32

a particular ethnic minority population. The populations33

targeted shall include but are not limited to African-American,34

Asian, and Latino.35
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(2) The pilot project requirements shall provide for1

documentation or other means to ensure access to the cultural2

competence approach used by a pilot project so that such3

approach can be replicated and improved upon in successor4

programs.5

f. The requirement of section 123.53, subsection 5, is met6

by the appropriations and allocations made in this Act for7

purposes of substance abuse treatment and addictive disorders8

for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2011.9

g. The department of public health shall work with all other10

departments that fund substance abuse prevention and treatment11

services and all such departments shall collectively meet the12

state maintenance of effort requirements for expenditures13

for substance abuse services as required under the federal14

substance abuse prevention and treatment block grant.15

h. The department shall amend or otherwise revise16

departmental policies and contract provisions in order to17

eliminate free t-shirt distribution, banner production, and18

other unnecessary promotional expenditures.19

For promoting the optimum health status for children,21

adolescents from birth through 21 years of age, and families,22

g. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $134,56018

shall be used for cervical and colon cancer screening.19

h. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $421,78220

shall be used for the center for congenital and inherited21

disorders.22

i. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $129,93723

shall be used for the prescription drug donation repository24

program created in chapter 135M.25
